The next resolution called for legis- 
lation from the Dominion Government 
tc compel all imports to be marked ac- 
to Canadian standards.

He snowed 
that the consumer on this side of the 
line is often deceived by the smaller 
measure used by the United States deal- 
ers. Mr. Cluff said that the United 
States agents were seiling oils to 
foreigners in this province who were 
not familiar with the difference be- 
tween the United States and Canadian 
gallons.

He tele- 
phoned Dr. MeGibbon about the 
mater, but could not fix upon the 
date on which this occurred. About 
the same time Ned reported to him 
that the patient’s temperature was 
105. 

Mr. Biggar took the witness in 
hand and producing a copy of the 
chart of the nurse in charge at the 
time, showed that there was no’ 
temperature of 105 shown at that 
time, and Main said that if the 
copy was a correct one it was very 
misleading. 

Regarding his experience in hos- 
pital practise, Main admitted that 
he had spent the first year at the 
University of London in the classes, 
and the two years foilowing and 
the second two years in the labor- 
atory, studying bacteriology.

TERMINATE THE FEUD 

The public is growing very, very 
weary of this friction between Com- 
missioner Hargreaves and the city en- 
gineer, and not witnout cause.

They 
should make this choice carefully and 
deiberately. Having made the selec- 
tion the council should empower the 
official whose plans have been adopted 
to carry them initio execution, and 
should prevent any other official from 
blockading or preventing the work, 
whether his opposition arise from dif- 
ference of judgment or personal feel- 
ing. This would tide over the incident 
and permit the prosecution of this 
badly needed enterprise, though it 
would not of course remove the uncer- 
tainty of authority which permits the 
friction between the Public Works 
Commissioner and the City Engineer 
and from which the present incidenc 
arose. 

In this connection is Ald. Mangon’s 
query as to who is referred to as the 
Pubiic Works Commissioner, the query 
being apparently equivalent to acon- 
tention that there is no such Official. 
There certainly was such official not 


long since, and if there be none now 
when was he relieved of the title and 


ceased io be Public Works Commission- 
er why should he rather than Mr. K'n- 
naird or Mayor May have the power to 
yatify or refuse te ratify plans for the 
|} construction of public works ?

the hospital. _. The patients were 
charged with food, fuel and attenc- 
ance. To Mr. Biggar, who asked 
Main if he considered $1.25 a day, 
exclusive of attendance, which had 
heen charged one patient was a 
fair charge or represented what it 
cost for food and fuel. Main said 
if showed what good food they were 
getting. 

To Judge Harvey he said that | 
the total cost of running the hos- | 
pital was given to him by the sec- 
retary-treasurer and he (Main) di- 
vided the total expense by the num- 
her of patients. The food of the 
nurses was included in the expense 
bill.

Main 
telephoned to Dr. Braithwait’s of- 
fice but Dr. Braithwait was not in 
town. He told Dr. Wilson about
